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Smuggling Per Locomotive.

Smuggling, as carried on upon the Russo- 

Polish frontier, must be a higniv remunera- 
tive pursuit, judging by the elatorate and 
expensive mechunical appliances utilized by 
its practitioners. Information having reached 
the customs authorities at Alexandrovo on the 
loth inst. that the locomotive of. the express 
train leaving that station at6 a.m. for War- 
saw bad becn ingeniously converted intoa 
vehicle for defrauding the revenue, the en- 
gine in-question was subjected to a careful 
tyspection during its brief sojournin Alex- 
aMdrovo station. Nothing was there discov- 
ered, but the information received was of so 
positive a character that the chief  cuol- 
lector resolved to send one of his 
officials, accompanied by two gendarmes, 
in charge of the locomotive to War- 
saw, where it might be taken to pieces and 
thoroughly examined by skilled mechanics, 
under the direction of u Government railway 
engineer. This was done immediately upon 
the arrival of the train at Warsaw. Tbe en- 
cine’s furnace and boiler were emptied and it 
was deliberately dismembered, bit by bit, 
until a secret compartmentgin its interior was: 
discovered containing 123 pounds of foreign 
c'gars ond several parcels of valuable. silk. 
Several arrests were made on account of this 
surpriing disciosure, including that of the 
engine-driver, Whose wonder and coneaternae 
tion when his locomotive was proved to be 
a hardened smuggler were so obvious!v ven. 
uine that he was speedily released and per- 
mitted to return to his duties. It is evident 
that in Russia men of considerable parts and 
technical education must find it Worth their 
While to practice systemati: frauds upon the 
national custom-house. The devisers of the 
above ingenious contrivance may certainly 
claim to rank at the very top of their profes- 
sion.

THE POLICE OF CHINA.

Useless to Fight ts 
From the Chicage Tribune. f 
To preserve the Em g peace through- 
out the realm, the principal agents are the 
policemen, attached to the tribunals, small 
and great, who are known by their red robes, 
their high black caps and the official pheasant 
feather surmounung their heads like a horn. 
A mere magistrate wili preside over a score 
of these picturesque alganzils, while the 
yamun of a prefect or criminal] inspector con- 
tains fifty or more armed constables, some of 
whom act as jailers and headsmen in case of 
need. The policemen, the actual constables, 
are divided into privates and sergeants. They 
are sheltered bya magistrate’s yamun, if 
bachelors; but if married they often inhabit a 
hut within the compound of their superior’s 
dwelling. They eat rice and melons at the 
charge of the province, and they receive 4 
very smali monthly payment, enough to buy 
tobacco and opium, should their chief not 
embezzle iton the road. But for this, the 
phearant-plumed care little; their depend- 
ence is on bribery, and where denunciation 
may cause ruip, and must cause anaoyance, 
no spy peed despair of a comfortable living. 
Curiously enough the police extort less from 
the rich than from the poor. To crush a 
wealthy man is not such an easy task as in 
Mussulman countries, and justice grows gen- 
tle as she mounts the social ladder. Even 
some great mandarin, when degraded for 
some sccial offense, is not so harshly used as 
a Turk or Persian of corresponding rank 
would be by his prince. 
Tbe rpheasant-p!/umed constabulary are quite 
capable of controliing movs and arresting the 
smal) fry of rascaldom, but they are mere 
mousing owls quite unfit to hawk at such no- 
ble game as the kouan-kouen of bandits. For 
this purpose either a band of braves must be 
hired at the expense of the provincial treasi- 
rv, orthe regular forces of the yovernment 
nust be empioyed. Most of the kouan-kouen 
tavetotake refuge amoug the huge swamps 
nalural jastpesses, Which avoundino almost 
every province, Where thev erect their min- 
iuture stockade of bamboo, build walled 
huts anda dig aeeptrenches around the littie 
cup. Only the fowlers and fistermen ever 
po petrate these tangled morasses guarded 
bv fever and fathomiess quicksands: and with 
there poor men the kousn-kouen stand well, 
puting libersilvy for provisions and gunpow- 
derand pews. The magistrate would never 
venture a force among the quaugmires wit- 
out proper guidance. By threats and proim- 
ises, by the exhbiodition ofa litthe money and 
plenty of stich they induce some of the fisa- 
ers to pilot tae coluran through the labyrinth 
ef nud and waters, andan imposing aspect 
does thatcompany present. Lirst mirceha 
company of veteraos With long-barreled gin- 
vals, watehes tighted and ammunition in 
penty. Toe guides are with these match- 
lockwen, With their hands tied behind ther 
backs and a cord around each man’s neck, a3 
a delicate precautionary measure. ‘hen 
comes the chief militervy mandarin mounted, 
and armed Jikea Seithbinn. At his back come 
swordsmen and spearsmen, all with shields 
ard helmets, hideous with dragons and tigers 
of fancy colors, very fearfulto behold. ‘the 
subaitern officers tollow, gallantly heading 
the archers and rockmea, the furmerof whom 
advance with tbkeir sbort bows bent and a 
barbed arrow fitted to the string. The civil 
mandarin rides next, followed by his own 
policemen in pheasant feathers and common 
sorge, apd by a troop of impressed coulies, 
furnished with ropes, chains, fetters and bare 
bamboos enough to secure a considerabie 
amvuunt of feions.

The old adage is reversed, und it 
is the ofiicer who takes every 
bush for ae thief and is prettv much 
of Lucy Macbeth s opinion as 
tothe chance that the Knaves may hang up 
honest men. Hours are said to be occupied 
in the contest between 200 or 500 soldiers and 
a score of highwaymen behind a bamboo 
stochace. The civil mandarin, with chatter- 
ing teeth and dignity broken down, cowers 
beneath his horse and squeaks at every 
shotlike a wounded rabbit. The musicians 
throw away gong and cymbal and run for 
their lives. The militsrv mandarins rate and 
menace their men—urge them, drive them, 
abuse them, but never dream of ieading 
them. Itis not easy to get the poor privates 
to attack: they hang back and duck at the 
shots of the enemy, and rattle their swords 
and shields, but decline to charge, while the 
matchlockmen lie down totake p >t shots at 
the brigands, and the rockets are let off 
pretty much at random.

THE PERSIMMON.

A Well-Merited Rebuke Administered 
to a Prejudiced Editor.

The Philadelphia Press irreverently cal's 
tbat noble fruit,the date-plum or persimmon, 
called for short in Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, the diospyros Virginianus, the ’simmon, 
and described as worthless, worse than a 
Wethersfield onicn, and ranks itas the mean- 
est fruit inthe world. This is mere North- 
ern prejudice, doubtless a remainder of war 
passion. Ifthe editor of the Press, during 
tbe war and ere the frosts had mellowed the 
persimmon and softened those asperities 
which cause the face of the eater to resem- 
ble the countenance of a whistling master, 
«scaped from prison and endeavored to sub- 
sist during August upon the ’possum fruit, 
we can understand his prejudice and the sec- 
tional bitterness which stiil lingers “nuder 
his tongue. His attack is a gross injustice to 
the negro, and to the party which cannot sub- 
sist without the negro and can’t have the 
negro without the persimmon. Without 
’possum fruit no ’possum is possible. If 
there were no ’possum there could be no 
possum dog. 1t is well known where the 
negro bas been most successfully cultivated 
that no rehable, unseducible rurai colored 
voter Was ever seen except in conjunction 
with a ’possum dog. Persimmon, ’possum, 
’possum dog and rural colored voter are all 
connected together in an indissoluble chain 
of cause and effect. Blot outthe persinimon 
‘and away go all the dependent effects of per- 
-immon and with them the Repuodlican parcy 
of the South.

In those frosty autumn times, when the 
fieids are brown and the golden rod rivals the 
frosts Witbhits shedding down or still deties 
the frosts with its golden blossoms, when the 
sassafras leaves gleam in the fieids, the thick- 
ets are aflame with the red sumaco, the hick- 
o-ies in the forests are vellow and the maples 
lL;essed out in red and go'd, when the last 
‘ingeripg ipsecis are chirping their sad death 
notes, when one lingers in the woods and

To foliow Uncle Tobe as he cheers old Tige 
on the silent trail, to strain for the hoarse 
tones Which announce that ** fige’s treed,” to 
press On toward the hollow treeing bark of 
od Tige, to swear at the bramble or the prone 

rce-top Which catches the eager step, to 
reach the persimmon tree and see the very 
‘possum hang between the bunter and the 
juil-orbed moon, to wait in breathless sus- 
pei se until Uncle Tobe has shaken the nobie 
inarsupial loose, to see him fall to be shaken 
bv oid Tige, in vain plaving ’possuin, **quite 
chap-fallen,’’ are sports fof whicad We are in- 
debted to the persimmon. If any spot excels 
these itis onthe morrow night, when the one 
nizhi’s frost has me!lowed the game, to sit by 
the open chimney and see him grinning from 
out his garnishmentof “sweet ’tat-rs,’? wait- 
ing and begging to be washed down with 
‘‘stone-fence,” all followed by aburat offering 
of kinvikinick in a powhatan or old cob. It 
is quite evident to us that the Philadelphia 
editor bas never pondered the persimmon 
question in all its bearings—political, 
economical, social and vastronomica!—with 
its concomitant ’possum, ’possum-dog, field 
sport, stone-fence and baked ’tuters.

if she could be’p her to more, Woo answered, 
saying: LT madethem very carefully of pur- 
pose on'y for your majestie, and seeing these 
please you so well I will presently set morein 
hand.” ‘“*Doso,’’ quoth the Queen, “for in- 
deed I like silk stockings so well,because they 
are pleasant, tine and delicate, that heace- 
forth I will wear no more cloth stockings,*’ 
and she kept her royal word. 

The Chinese embroider in various ways. 
They appear to bave learned the art from 
Persia at a very early date and to have be- 
come celebrated from that skill. At Canton 
and Ningpo a great deal is now worked, par- 
ticularly large screens, fan cases, and robes. 
Men embroider as well as women, and the 
patience with which they cover a state robe, 
curtain or screen with elaborate needlework 
is remarkable. Under the late dynasty, robes 
embroidered in floss silk and with gold and 
siiver thread were worn almost universally, 
but at the present time it is considered sufti- 
cient to indicate a mandarin’s rank bva small 
square of embroidery containing his device 
instead of repeating the same with a com)in- 
ation of dragons, ribbons and flowers all 
over the dress as was universal during the 
Ming dynasty. Chinese ladies now 
content themselves with embroidering in 
silk, instead of tioss, about the dress, and 
costly floss and gold embroideries are more 
often found upon actors’ costumes or upon 
screens than upon ordinary Wearing apparel. 
Sometimes both sides of the work are the 
sume, and this is managed by painting the 
pattern npon transparent material, stretch- 
ing itand making it in satin ‘stitches back- 
wards and forwardsgo that there 1s no wrong 
Side. Feather work, andastyvle known as 
crepe work, for crepe shawls, which is very 
showily executed in long and feather stitches, 
are favorite occupations; butthe chief em- 
broideciing consists in the use of floss, silk 
and goid and silver threads. Patterns of 
every conceivable size, in which the designs 
do not vary much, but are all exact in col- 
ors, are sold for two cents apiece.

A GERMAN BIVOUAC. 


How the Kaiser’s Soldiers Make and 
Keep Their Camp. 
Alfeld Correspondence London Times. 

Last evening I rode ever the hill to the 
camp of the Twentieth Division, and was 
well repaid for my trouble. No more pic- 
turesque or secure spot could have been se- 
lected fortbe camp. which lay on the south- 
ein slope of the thickly-wooded Osterwald 
Hills that forma kind of natural ampni- 
theatre here. Care had been taken to form 
acbevalof a brook of mountain water, 
Which was a blessing for the horses anda 
boon for cooking purposes. Enfoided in 
the southward slopecf wood-clad hills, tne 
camp was Vell protected from anv sudden 
interruption of the epemy (the Nineteenth 
Drvision) from thenorth. But.thouh close 
toathick forest, the truvops were retuséd its 
kindly shelter. When bivouacking they 
must always do so in the open, to permit of 
greautie order and to suard against surprises. 
‘The only comforts allowed them area fire, 
their greaic ats and 3 sbukedown 
of straw. Around ~— each camolire, 
which is of bonfire dimensions, posts are 
driven in and connected by a rope, azainst 
which is builtathin wallof upright wheat 
straw, as ashelter fromthe wind, and then a 
thin matting of the same material is strewo 
alsaround. Onthis the men lie, with their 
feet to the fire. and sleepsounaly, without a 
thought of co'd orinfluenzy. But when it 
1ainpsit mustbe very nasty. When straw is 
not procurable the sbeitering wa'l, about a 
Vara bigh, is tormed of canvas. ‘Tbe officers 
ure beter off, several of them, according to 
their rank, being allowed atent in common. 
Just outside the sleeping circie is the co-k- 
Ing tieneb, Wbich is alWays excavated first by 
one or two men of each company, Who carry 
+ paces fur rifle- pit and field-work purposes. 
Kach cflicer bas a persoual attendant (oae of 
hismen), Who is supposed to uaderstand 
something of the cuiivary art. Straw had 
also been taid Gown us bedding for the horses, 
which, with their nose-bugs and biankets, 
were tethered to a ling-rope. The horses of 
the ublams stoodina row, with the lances 
stuck into the ground at ther heads, the 
pennons fluttering g:yiy in the breeze. 
Ov each stack of firearms were placed the 
he mets and baycn ts ef the men ready 
for inttant assumption, and everything else 
was arranged with the utmost precision and 
method. The sanitary arrangements were 
perfect. T never saw amore picturesque or 
ugbimated scene. It was a beautifal, mild 
night: the moon and the stars were sbiniaz 
and ali the bill-slope blazed with innumera- 
ble firés. Thehands were all plaving; the 
ever popular “Carmen”? was played to death. 
The country-side had flocked in and the 
strains of music were interspersed with gusts 
of cheering. The noisiest of the reveiry 
must have come from the time-expired men 
—about a third ofthe whole—whbo in every 
corps are dismissed to their homes and into 
the Reserve immediately after the autumn 
maneuvers. They were siuging and demon- 
strating atagreatrate. Atoneof the camp 
fires at Which tbe sounds of rejoicing were 
particularly loud Isawthe men engaged in 
az. occupation the investigation of which 
may be recommended to staidents of 
Parsee rites and customs. ver the 
fire was a kind of cross, or cross-bar, from 
which depended a number of spoons belonz- 
ing to time-expired men, who thus testify to 
the whole camp the near approach of their 
emancipation to their duties. If by actioa of 
the fire the spoons are consumed, well and 
good: put if not, they are buried deep next 
morning under the asbes of the wood which 
cooked the men’s last armv meal. I[tisacu- 
rious and long-standing rite. At 9 o’clock the 
tattoo was played by the bands of the divis- 
ion, meanimg that the marketenders must not 
draw any more drink. Shortly afterwards a 
cun was fired as the signal for evening pray- 
er, Which is not, strange to say, said bya 
chaplain, but by the trumpeters ofa regi- 
ment. Itis a novel, but yet an effective way 
todo one’s devotions by sound of trumpet. 
Thecommander of each regiment assembles 
all his men, who reverently kneel with doffed 
caps While a slow and solemn Abendlied is 
performed bv the bandsmen. Soon after 
nothing was to be seen but prostrate forms 
around the blazing fires, and nothing was 
beard but the imperious ‘*flalt?’ of the sen- 
tries’ challenge. 


Dangers of Electric Light. 
From a New York Special Dispatch. 

The Board of Underwriters have taken de- 
cided steps towards the prevention of tires by 
electric ight wires. ‘Thev consider uncover- 
ed Wires upd lamps with open bottoms, or 
Without globes, es cxtremely hezaftdous, and 
liuve adopted a resolution to compel all per- 
sons owning buiidings in which electric lights 
are used to make such alterations as will ren- 
der them comparatively safe, and to discon- 
tinue the ijights until such alterations are 
completed. Insurance companies having 
risks on such buildings are 1ecommended to 
vive notice that unless suc alterations are 
made Within ten days from the time of serving 
the notice the insurance on said buildings wii] 
be canceled. The Board of Underwriters say 
they do not Wantto do anything unfair to the 
electric light companies, nor to ereate any 
undue alaim on the part of the public, but m- 
vestization bas snownthat steps of this kind 
must be taker. ‘The recent investiza- 
tion by the Board of Underwriters and the 
ire Commissioners has left no doubt that 
fire Myvy also originate in telephone boxes. 
There isa wel! saathenticated case reported 
from Boston in which an electric light wire 
became entangled with a telephone wire, the 
current immediately burning out the tele- 
phone, but not setting fire tothe surrounding 
woodwork. The same thing happened in 
Maiden Lane, in this citv, not long since. On 
Tuesday ef this week the signal box No. ‘1, 
at William and Chambers streets, was pretty 
well burned out, and the woodwork of the 
pole charred. The Fire Commtssioners con- 
sider this a particularly important matter, 
from the fact thatthe box in «question was 
rendered useless until the machinery was re- 
In case of a fire in the neighborhood 
it would not have been possible to send an 
alarm fromthat box. The subject is one 
Which mav well claim the attention of author- 
ities inj cities other than New York.

The breaks 
in the levees above have had a tendency to stop 
the rise by scattering the volume of water.

MEMPHIS, October 28: The Cherokee, on 
the first trip tothe White River, took out 
over 1,800 bales of cotton for New Orleans 
direct. Maj. Jno. D. Adams arrived here to- 
day, having purchased the Bradish Johnson, 
now in the Alabama River, fer the Vicksburg 
and Arkansas Oity trade. It has rained steadi- 
ly here to-day, and heavy rains have fallen to 
the southwest. 

THE Scientific American, discussing the ob- 
jects of the Mississippi River Improvement 
Convention, and bad condition of navigation 
onthe Mississippi, says: The first thing to 
be doneis to stop this caving by suitable 
works of bank protection, such as a brush 
mattress weighted with stone or other species 
of revetment or covering, extending down 
from the crest of the bankintodeep water. 
The next step will be to narrow the stream to 
such widths between the high river banks 
that the current, with the increased volocity 
produced by the narrowing, will scour out 
and maintain, even during the low river 
stages, the depths required for navigation. 
This willbe done by contracting the stream, 
usually at points opposite the concave bends, 
through the agency of light, permeable dykes, 
placed either iongitudinally or transversely 
to the shore or both. These dykes, composed 
of rush _ hurdles, of wire and 
brush screens, or some similar device, will 
allow the water to pass through them with 
more or less freedom, and by checking with- 
out arresting the current, will convert large 
areas nextto shore into stilling or settling 
basins within which the river itself is ex- 
pected, during the flood stage, to build up 
new banks and establish new and advancea 
shore-lines by constantly depositing the solid 
matter which it transports, but whicn the 
unimpeded flow would carry down tv the 
Gulf of Mexico. Works of this general char- 
acter willbe begun assoon as the working 
plant is ready upon nearly seventy miles in 
length of the worst navigaiion below Cairo, 
namely: About forty miles on the Plum 
Point. stretch, above Memphis, and thirty 
milesin the vicinity of Lake Providence, 
above Vicksburg. Nothing will be done upon 
the levees.

It is not surprising to findjthe unlearned in 
things medical unable to understand that 
brain development, whick of course is gener- 
ally a matter of heredity, determines charac- 
ter.

Whetherthe mind js 
outside matter which acts through or bv the 
brain, as a musicianmay use a musical in- 
strument, or whether, as some think, what 
we call mind is simply brain function. it 
should be manifested on consideration that 
upon the quality and conformation of a man’s 
brain must depend his moral capacity: and 
consequentiy, aso, his characteristics both 
intellectual and morai. We are not disposed 
to urge spectaities of development as excuses 


? for conduct, because given an average decree 


of intelligence and fairiy strong will power, 
the individual is clearly responsible for his 
actions; but it must not be forgotten that his 
instincts of right or wrong, and the faculty of 
judgment with which he distinguishes be- 
tween good and evil, will be acute or dull in 
proportion as his brain is developed. 

The mind isin a large sense the character 
of aman, and as directly dependent on the 
physica! growth of his brain as the speed of a 
race-horse is dependent on its muscular 
development. This is not sufficiently recog-

BUCOLIC WISDOM, 


Suggestions that will Tend to Hu- 
rich Agriculturists. 


—_——— 


Farmers and Small Fruits—Chinch Bags 
and Qnail—How to Store Apples— 
Hints for November — House- 
hold Recipes, “te., Ete. 


ee ee ee ee 


It is stating the vase mildly to declare that 
the great mujority of farmers do not meet 
with much success with small fruits. They 
donot generally weke any money raising 
them for the murket, and many do not suc- 
ceed in raising «noun for their own use. The 
smal] fruits they raise are ordinarily inferior 
to the samples found i» the market, and the 
vield is often very sinuil. One common cause 
of failure is ignorance concerning she busi- 
ness. Little or no pains is taken to learn what 
varieties to select forjraising or toobtain relia- 
ble information respecting the best methods 
of propeyating, planting, cultivating, harvest- 
ing and protecting during the winter. A per- 
son’s knowledge and experience concerning 
the culture of ordinary field crops are of little 
value to him in the production of smal! fruits. 
It is always aaivisable to obtaina reliabie 
work on thesubject and to study it carefully 
before attempting to plant even a small piece 
of land to small fruits. The works of Thomas 
andFuller are admirable in most respects. 
Solomon’s advice about getting wisdom and 
understanding is especially valuable to the 
beginner in the business of raising small 
fruits. Itis well to lay in a stock of knowi- 
edge on the subject some time before there is 
occasion to put it in practice. Winter af- 
fords an excellent opportunity to learn how 
to raise small fruits, or at least to acquire 
such information as #& contained in the best 
books. Learning by experience is both slow. 
and costiy. This method of learning how to 
raise small fruits costs time, money, anda 
larce number of plants. 

Another frequent cause of failure in raising 
sma)! fruits is failing totake proper care of 
them atthe propertime. Farmersare cire- 
fui to give attention to their field crops at the 
seasons when they have need ofit. They do 
not ordinarily neglect their hay, potatoes, 
corn, and small gisins. During the seasons, 
however, when tiese crops are receiving 
close attention they are very likely to neglect 
their small fruit. The work of pruning, 
cultivating and protecting is delayed on ac- 
count of the demands of labor in otmer direc- 
tions till it is tuo late to perform it to any 
advantage. The proper way is to assign one 
person to the care of the plantation of small 
fruit,and to hold him responsible for the 
condition of it at all times. His entire time 
need not be given to the plantation of fruit. 
and it will require but a small portion of it if 
itis of small extent, but the personin charge 
stould always have -uch a command of his 
t me as to allow him*‘to labor in the vineyard” 
andthe berry-patch when bis services are re- 
quirecuinthem. Stil another cause of fail- 
ure in small fruit culture is due to the ex- 
ertions of unreliable nurserymen to dispose of 
very inferior or worthless varieties, often at 
exceedingly high prices. Snide nurserymen 
and dishonest agents and peddlers have been 
the means of discouraging many farmers 
from epgaging in the culture of small fruits, 
or from continuing in itafter they have made 
gn unsuccessful beginning. Quack nurserymen 
who often seek to render themselves con- 
spicuous at horticultural conventions, and 
whose writings occasionally appear im papers. 
sbould ve treated like frontier horse-thieves. 

AGRICULTURE IN NEVADA. 

The claims of Nevada to being considered 
the poor st agricultural State in the Union 
have never been disputed. It is a desert, 
not a barren plain 4s most deserts are, but a 
mountain desert, with a few intervening bar- 
ren valieys. The State contains but few in- 


habitants, but for all that it does 
not raise enough to feed the 
small jpopulation it has. The State 


held a fair this fal] that was quéte well at- 
tended. Hhx-Gov. Wood delivered the ad- 
dress, in which he took a rather hopeful 
view of the agricultural cupabilities of the 
State and fts people. He remarked that it 
was a curious fact that **the nations which 
have achieved the most lasting renown are 
those who have had to contend against na- 
ture and force its bounty by diligent and un- 
tiring effort—rainless countries where irriga- 
tion bad to be invoked—Egypt, Assyria and 
Babylon. Nevada belongs tothe same cate- 
xoiv. Here the farmer’s is no easy task. It 
is practically a rainless country, a ‘desert 
Jand,’ and nothing can be drawn from her 
bosom without intelligent and patient indus- 
try. Appearances are deceptive. The true 
value of a country, like the value of a man, 
can only be determined by experience. When 
I first traversed Nevada I unhesitatingly pro- 
nouneed it the most barren, arid and worth- 
less of allthe States. I thought the mining 
interests Were all there was of value within 
its borders, and these would soon be 
exhausted, and that the State 
would then be worthless and _ ulti- 
mately abandoned. Little did I think that 
the segebrush lands, covering such a vast 
area Within her borders, were productive, or 
ever could, in any way, be utilized. ow 
(leceptive! Now they are known to be among 
the most productive lands on the continent, 
none yieldiny more williagly or more boua- 
tifully. Moisture alone is needed to rive 
fertility and great value to these lands. Tae 
moisture can be had by a thorough system of 
irrigation. Al! that portion of the State 
lying contiguous to the mountain ranges can 
be :eclaimed by a system of canals at a com- 
paratively small cost, conveying water from 
the mountain streams to the plains below, 
while the interior and more remote regions 
can be accommodated by a system of artesian 
wells. I donot wish to be presumptuous 
toward those whose duty it is, or may here- 
after be, to make jaws and conserve 
the general welfare, by offer- 
ime unsought suggestions, but I 
am of the opinion that in a State like Nevada, 
Which, with its creat possibilities, can only be 
made of practical value by the expenditure of 
Vast sums of money—more than mere inivid- 
ual enterprise can command—some system 
should be devised by which the State should 
at least bear 4 part of the burden of reclama- 
tion. The Carson, the Humboldt,the Truckee 
and the Waker Rivers, and other streams of 
lesser note, “inquestionably furnish water 
enough and have a fall sufficient to irrigate an 
acreage vast enough, to say nothing of those 
regions which the artesian system can reach, 
to advance Nevada at once tothe forefront of 
agricultural States. The end to be attained 
therefore, is of such supreme importance as

It is said that there are more chinch bugs 
to tbe square mile in the Miami Vatley, at 
this time, than has been knowo within tbe 
memory of the oldest inhabitant. We had 
pot noticed their presence at Gienellea Farm 
ubtil Jost weck we bad occasion to busk some 
corn, when we were greeted with an ominous 
and Villainous smell not ipherent to crn. 

There were chinch bugs by the millios,from 
the size of the mite to the fuli grown, full 
colored ard thoroughly perfumed grand- 
mother of the accursed host. What they tind 


corn-stalk, packed close in between sheaths 
and stalks, is as wonderful as that bed-bugs 
flourish in the floor cracks of a dingy, over- 
stocked house. The remarkably dry season 
has facilitated the growthof the chinch-bug 
crop. Itis the heaviest crop of the season. 
Now since quails greatly enjoy them, it is to 
be hoped tbe quails may be abundant and 
wax fattbis fat'. However, we would advise 
farmers not to allow their fondness of quaii 
to lead them tospare thejchinch-bugs. If we 
are to have 2 dry winter and spring we may 
expect a biggercrop of chinch-bugs than 
now. Theymuiltiply at an ularming rate in 
dry seasens, 

The only check entomologists have suggest- 
ed is for farmersto be careful in the fall of 
the veurte clear up carefuliy al! the trasb 
possible from fence corners and neglected 
places, and to burn the stubbietiels. if we 
can burn cornstalks early we may destroy the 
parents of what would be the invading host of 
next year. Neatness about our farms, mead- 
ows and fields will go far toward protecting 
our crops againstthis pest. Good farming, 
too, when one gets tbe cropin early, in a good 
field, well prepared, enables tbe plants to re- 
Weak cattleand 
weak plunts are the ones which invite the at- 
tacks of vermin. 


Household Notes. 

CLAM Sour.-——Take six large plump clams, 
and after chopping them tinely, add the liq- 
uorto the meat.’ Let them simmer gentiv iu 
a quart of water for nearly two hours. Sea- 
son to taste, adding a cup of cream and a lit- 
tle flour, and fcurintoa tureen in whiecn 
few slices of thin, well-browned toast have 
been placed. 

PARSLEY SAUCE —Wash a bunch of parsley 
in cold water, thea boilit for six or seven min- 
utes in sait and water; drain it,cut the leaves 
from the stalks and chop them fine. Have 
ready some melted butter and stirin the pars- 
ley; allow two small tablespoonfuls of leayes 
to one half pintof butter. Serve with fish anJ 
with boiled fowis. 

BAKED APPLE PUPDDING.—Six apples we!l 
stewed, quarter of a pound of butier, half of 
it stirred into the apple while hot; add sugar 
to taste: whencold add six eggs well beaten 
tothe apple. Pound and sift six crackers, 
butter your dish and put in a layer oft 
cracker and alayer ofthe prepared apple, 
and thus until you have filled your dish; let 
the cracker be the upper layer and put the 
remainder of your butter in small bits upoa 
it. Beke half an hour, 


TURKEY DRESSED WITH OYSTERS.—For a 
ten-pound turkey take two pints of bread- 
crumbs, halfa teacup of butter cat in bits 
(not meited), one teaspoonful of powdered 
thyme, or summer savory, pepper, salt, and 
mix thoroughly. Rub the turkey well inside 
and out with saitand pepper, then fill with 
first « spoonful of cruinbs, thena few well 
drained oysters; strain the oyster liquor aud 
use to bastethe turkey. Cook the giblets in 
the pan, and chop fine forthe gravy. A fow] 
oftbis size will require three hours ina 
moderate oven. 

PIGEON PIE.—Dress and wash clean, spiit 
down the buck one dezen or one-half dozen 
of pigeons, stew till tender, season with but- 
ter, salt rnd pepper; line the side of a pie 
dish with arich «rust; pour in the stewed 
pigeons, and cover loosely with a crust, first 
cutting a bo.e in ithe center. Have ready a 
dozen ovsters; heat the liquor, thicken with 
a little flour and water and season with salt, 
pepper and butter the size of anegg. When 
it comes to a boil, pourit over the oysters, 


done lift the top crust and put them in, 

VEIVET PUDDING.—TPake five eges and deat 
them separately, then add one cup of sugar 
totbe yobks. Take four tabrspoonfuis of 
corn starch dissolved in a little cold inilk, 
and add this to the yolks and sugar: boii 
three pints of milk and add the other inere- 
dients while boiling; remove from tne tire 
When it becomes quite thick: flavor with va- 
nilla, and pourinto a baking-dish: beat the 
whites of the eggs to a stiff froth, add buif a 
cup of fine White suvar,turn this over the 
pudding end placein the oven and let brown 
slightly. To be eaten with sauce inade of the 
yolks of twoeggs, onecup of sugar, tale- 
spooufui of butter; beat well, add one erp of 
boiling milk, set on the stove until it comes 
to a boiling heat; flavor wiih vanilla. 

BARBERRY PRESERVES.— Allow one pound 
of fruit to three quarters of a pound of star. 
Pick the fruit from the stems, wash and 
drain itin a colander. Place it in a preserv- 
ing kettle. To 5 pounds of fruit put in °: 
pint of cold water. Stirthe sugarin gradu- 
ally while the fruit 1s comivg to a boil. 
When itis upto boiling heat—just heated 
through—skim the fruit into a colander. Boil 
the syrup 1» or 20 minutes. Then place fruit 
in syrup. Letit just boilagain. Then place 
while hot in air-tight jars. ‘his preserve has 
a delicious tartness which ® especially relish- 
ed by invalids. ;

A Noted Crook’s Career Terminat- 
ed by a Bullet. 
Frustrated Burglary of Judge Thomp- 
son’s House and Capture of a 
Trio of Well Known Thieves.

The notorious Muncie Burns bathiserimi- 
nal career cut short list night by a police offi- 
cer’s builet after an attempt, with two pals, 
to burglarize the family residence of Judge 
Seymour D. Thompson, 210t Lafayette avenue. 


During the supper hour Mary Lange, one of | 


the Tasesifes, Were requested to go 
to the front dcor and bring in the Posr-Dis- 
PATCH dropped by the carrier, and in doing 49g 
the girl discovered the presence of thieves 
about the premises. She rushed back to the 
Giping-100m, ‘giving the aiavin to Judyze 
Thompson andhis son George who were seated 
atsupper. They hastened iuto tne hill to see 
the front door hastily closed and the torm of a 
man disappearing. In tront of the house 


were strewn articles ot clothing 
dropped Uv the CHleVes in their 
fiebt, and on the sidewalk Outside 


Jucee Thompson stumbied over several cit 
ments belonging to the famiiy. Two itnen 
were Seen in the distance Inoviag rapidiy east 
down Lufuyette avenue, and the Judge with 
his son vave chase. The fugitives, hearing 
footsteps behind them, brokeinto a run and 
turned sharply round the corner into Nichol- 
son Place, which was a fatal error for then, 
foritthas no southern onutiet. Opposite Dr. 
Nagle’s house a peddler’s wagon arawn by an 
ola plug waSin waiting with a third man on 
the sext. The three thieves whipped up the 
horse ijuthe direction south, and tiuding no 
outictturned round. Jndge Thompson by this 
time bad reached the center of the place, 
where ve foundt~Police Officer Kirehner, who 
recognized the Judge anc. grasping the situa- 
tion+prangintothe road to stop the wagon 
wbout halt way up Nicholson Place. Draw- 
ing his revolver the goflicer’ caupgit 
the bridie-rein with one nand and pointed the 
weapon with the other. ‘‘Tlold up your hands 
and get down,’’ commanded Kirchner. They 
stepped off the wagon, and Muncie Barns was 
immediately recognized us one of the thieves, 
Hie acted very defiantly, and produced a re- 
Volver {rom his hip-pocker, Tae 
ofiicer remained tirm, however, advenc- 
ing stencily upon Burns, who backe 
toatree-box, when Oticer hirchner firediat 
him, aiming lew. The ether two nen manuved 
torunaway toward Lafuyette avenue while 
the ofticer’s attention was given to Burns. The 
sbhottired by hirchner bx2a@ attracted the at- 
tention of Officer Palmer, whowas ar the Lx- 
fayette Park Station, aud Oiticer Cochran, who 
was walking along Mississippi avenue. 
,alimer Saw A man running nloug 
Latevette avenue into Park Place, and he fired 
after bim. The second snot brought a surren- 
der. Otftieer Cochran arrested the third man 
on Lafuyette avenue, and when the detectives 
ariived one of the thieves, givine his neme as 
Charles Davis, a peddier, was recognized as 
Johbuny Maher. a notorious burglar, and the 
other as James Renshaw, : well-known to the 
police, 

Burns was wounded in the leitthicgh below the 
mroin and he was conveved ta toe Park Volices 
Station by Officer hirchner, assisted by Judge 
Thompson andJd.G. Lode. Drs. saunders 
and Beckford were sent for and the poiice 
teleocrapbed for an ambnlance. fhe doctors, 
finding the case serious, determined not to 
Wait for it, and the wounded mann 
Was viaced on the peddtec’s wuyzon 
which George Thompson had ted over from 
Nicholsou lice, Gntiie wa 
Burns expiea. 

BURNS’ CAREER. 

Jie was only thirty veurs of age, but he com 
mencea his criminal career very early in life. 
fe had served four termsin the penitentiary, 
andwas raisedinthe Ifouse of Retuge, and 
was several times imprisoned atthe Work 
house, whence he escaped more than once. He 
came ot a bad stock, this parents being thieves, 
and all his ielations and associates ot the low- 
est order. Biuncie was known among protes- 
Sionals as the ‘‘hid.’’ He treveled exten 
sively through the country, dressing weli, nad 
was a favorite among abandoned women. As 
nm house sneak Muncie was considered a pecu- 
liar Sucéess amony burglars. bie served twice 
at Joliet, and was well knownin all the cities 
of the West.
